The difficulties in the way of at- 
tacking this foreign problem ‘were 
comparatively simple. One of these 
had In the past been the shortage of 
teachers, but this was now being over- 


come. Now, the minister outlined, 
they were bending their efforts toward 


the raising of the standards of 
teachers, and making the conditions 
more attractive around the schools, 
adding permancy to the profession. 

In the 4000 schonl rooms in Alberta 
they were operating 100 per cent 
strong this year, and with only 230 of 
these schools usiug permit teachers. 

Even these 230 teachers had acad- 
émic standing and were only lacking 
normal training. 

Alberta Policies 

Mr. Smith outlined the various pol- 
icles of the Alberta government for 
the assistance of training teachers. 
for assisting the school districts to 
build teachers homes, and in other 
ways. 

Mr. Smith referred to the condition 
in some of the non-English speaking 
communities, where in all ordinary 
eize school districts, there were one 
hundred, one hundred and thirty and 
in one case cne hundred and fifty-two 
children. These districts were the 
same size as in other parts which gave 


*half a dozen children for a school. This 


meant that these people, required @ 
two or three room school, twoor three 
teachers and a larger residence. This 
meant larger taxes among these people 
who were not able in some case to 
stand them. 

The minister felt that the federal 
government was not willing to take Its 
responsibility in regard to education. 
He believed that more assistance 
should be given by the governments to 
these districts. His suggestion was 
that the provincial government pay 
one third of the cost, the federal gov- 
ernment one third, leaving the other 
third to the school district. Even then 
the district would be paying its full 
share and more. 

Compulsory legislation to make 
people adopt other languace and cus- 
toms had never yet succeeded. His 
department had yet to meet the first 
ef these foreign form communities, 
which refused to do what they were 
asked for the betterment of their edu- 
cational facilities, 

Speaking of the recent change they 
had made in policy, (Mr. Bmitig_men- 
tioned that there were 200 more buys 
and girls trying the entrance exam- 
{ination in Alberta this year because 
they allowed the children to try the 
examination at their own homes. 
Hitherto they had had to go away 
from Home to common centres, and 
thia was consideralbe of an effort for 
sowe, and considerable expense.

Mrs, Robson spoke of the equisment 
that had been put in at the three 
Canadian ports, for the comfort of the 
immigrants, well equipped nurseries, 
and al) possible conveniences. They 
were accomplishing much, she felt. in 
real Canadianising, and outlined some 
of the little things that they did to 
give assistance to these women com- 
ing to a strange land, which includ- 
ed ds with all sorts of information 
to a glass of milk for the babies. 

She hoped the time would come 
when Canada would feel that her im- 
migration policy did not stop with se- 
lection in the old Jands or even at the 
ports of Canada, but would follow 
these immigrants to their new homes, 

Miss Whitton 

Women must take a broad outlook 
on child welfare, and social prob- 
lems, said Miss Charlotte Whitton, as- 
eistant editor of Social Service Wel- 
fare, speaking to the convention. 

Loss to population by infant death 
rate was greater than that by war. 
uring 1917 there had been. 24.831 
deaths in Canada among infants un- 
der one year. This did not include 
still births; in the same year those 
killed, lost on the high seas, or for 
any reason missing were 22.600, so the 
risk in the worst year of the war had 
been less than that. to children born 
to Canadian parents. Canadians 
should not aliow their social and eco- 
nomic conditions which made such 4 
death rate possible. The death rate 
rose as the income dropped, said the 
speaker. 

Miss Whitton thought that public 
opinion should be brought to bear on 
the governments so that they would 
not allow people to settle on lands 
that were not suitable to earn the eet; 
tler a livelihood. She touched on the 
problems of mental hygiene, of seg- 
regation of the feeble minded, of the 
fight against conditions of j;mmarried 
parenthood. of social vice, which was 
largely due to the automobile, was no 
longer confined to cities, but was po- 
juting the country-side as well. Sex 
education was necessary, sex hygiene 
and the organisation she represented 
was waging a strong crusade against 
sex vice. More important than this. 
however, the speaker considered the 
teaching of chivalry “beauty, sanctity, 
in te homes to the little children. 

The social service board waa also 
pledged to fight tuberculosis, to better 
the housing problem, to crusade 
against the evil of alcholic beveragen, 
of narcotics and drugs. 

Speaking of the housing question, 
Miss Whitton mentioned that in the 
course of their surveys they had 
found that in Montreal there was a 
shortage of 5,000 houses and in To- 
ronto 16,000, and this to allow of only

So much 
of a success, and so long establish- 
ed as such ,that it-is taken for 
eranted as one of the things to 
be looked for in a city. The 
fact that one other Western city 
at least has not been able to cre- 
ate and sustain a public trading 
place of the kind, may help to 
arouse local appreciation of this 
Edmonton institution. 4 

Its public market is one of the 
livest things in Edmonton. Only 
a fair amount of housing and 
shelter has been provided, but 
it is altogether inadequate to meet 
the demand. The building on two 
or more days in the week is 
crowded like the platform of a 
station at excursion time. On 
Saturdays the officials in charge 
are confronted with a hopeless 
task in trying to find room for the 
farmers, gardener and dealers 
and leave aisles through which 
the throngs of purchasers may 
make their way.

SUNFLOWERS ARE POPULAR. 

Nr. Emerson, formerly a well- 
known commercial traveller for a big 
Toronto mercantile house, grew hid 
first sunflowers in the summer ot 
1919. Prior to that he had dbeén 
gathering information regarding the 
Plant, and had been following ve-y 
closely the growing and feGiing ox- 
periments on the Canadian Pacitie 
railway farms. In that year’ he talk- 
ed over the matter of sunflower enail- 
age with his neighbors, who krew of 
his own start in production wo7 the 
Plant, and finally was instrumentai 
@rranging a trip to Btrathmore where 
Messrs. Hutton and Stockton were 
“into sunflowers’ on an extensive 
scale, No fewer than forty-five men 
comprised the deputation from the 
Edmonton district, fully half of them! 
being public spirited citizens of Ed-| 
monton anxious to show their interest 
in anything pertaining to the develop- 
ment of local agriculture. 

The seed sown on that occasion has 
born fruit. Sunflower ensilage is no 
longer a novelty in Central and North- 
ern Aibertm; it is regarded by an} 
ever-gtowing number of farmers as 
@n essential factor in the economical 
operation of iheir holdings. 

Nine Sunfiower Silos. 

Mr. Emerson, when asked aa to the 
popularity of the sunflower as a feed | 
in this disiriet, said: “I believe I am/ 
correct in saying that as a direct re- 
sult of what we saw on our trip to 
Strathmore, no fewer than nine silos 
have gone up in this immediate 
n@ghborhood.

F. F. Parkinson, 
two miles east of Edgerton 
Ribstone creek, has probably one of 
the largest beaver farms in Western 
Canada.

creek very rapidly and at the present 
ime tn parts of the stream where con-
